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CLOSING  DATE 
FOR  SAFEWAY 
NOT  DECIDED

The  Safeway  store  at 
Ocean  and  Phelan  might 
remain  open  for  another 
year. 

The  OMI  NEWS  reported 
in  January  that  City  College 
had  purchased  the  site  and 
was  planning  to  use  it  for 
shops  and  warehouse 
facilities. 

A  commitment  between 
the  college  and  Safeway, 
Inc.  still  holds.  The  problem 
is  that  the  college  must 
submit  a  detailed  master 
plan  for  approval  by  the  San 
Francisco  City  Planning 
Commission.  Following  ap¬ 
proval,  the  college  must 
wait  six  months  before  im¬ 
plementing  any  expansion. 

Victor  Graff,  a  planning 
director  connected  with  the 
college,  said  that  a  master 
plan  now  being  developed 
would  not  be  completed  until 
December.  If  all  goes  well, 
the  college  could  take  over 
the  site  in  June  1977. 

“We  can’t  move  until  the 
Planning  Commission  gives 
us  an  O.K.,”  said  Graff. 
“Everything  is  sort  of  in 
limbo  right  now.” 

Safeway’s  Urban  and  Pub¬ 
lic  Affairs  director,  William 
A.  Gross,  said  that  Safeway 
has  made  a  commitment  to 
the  community  to  keep  the 
store  open  until  the  college 
takes  the  site.  He  said  there 
were  no  plans  to  close  the 
store  “in  the  immediate 
future.” 

Gross  admitted  that  Safe¬ 
way  wants  to  dispose  of  the 
property,  which  he  described 
as  “outdated”,  “inefficient”, 
and  without  a  “capacity  for 
enlargement.” 

More  specifically,  he  said 
the  store  was  built  when 
Safeway  stores  carried 
about  7,000  items.  New, 
larger  stores  now  have 
about  16,000  items. 

Gross  said  relations  with 
the  community  have  been 
“generally  good.”  He  added 
that  there  is  possibility  of  a 
new  store  being  built  in  the 
OMI  area  if  a  suitable 
location  can  be  found.

RESIDENTS  HELP 
GAUGE  FUTURE 
OF  OCEAN  AVENUE 

The  Housing  Convervation 
Institute  (HCI)  reports  a 
good  response  to  their  ques¬ 
tionnaire  on  Ocean  Avenue 
commercial  revitalization. 
While  many  responses  have 
been  received,  those  who 
haven’t  sent  in  the  question¬ 
naires  can  still  do  so  as  the 
totals  haven’t  been  tabu¬ 
lated. 

Preliminary  results  of  the 
survey  indicate  that  much 
could  be  done  to  improve  the 
area.  Most  people  rate  the 
shopping  condition  “fair”  to 
“poor”  with  respect  to  the 
appearance  of  the  area, 
quality  of  goods  and  ser¬ 
vices,  and  attractiveness  of 
shops.  Stonestown,  Lakeside 
Village,  Serramonte  and 
Monterey  Boulevard  seem 
to  be  more  popular  areas  for 
shopping  than  Ocean  Ave¬ 
nue.  Very  few  people  say 
they  spend  more  than  $100  in 
Ocean  Avenue  shops  per 
month. 

HCI  urges  everyone  to  fill 
out  their  questionnaire  from 
last  month’s  OMI  News  and 
send  it  in  to  HCI,  at  315 
Granada  Avenue,  or  drop  it 
off  at  McDonald’s  or  Bar¬ 
ney’s  Coffee  Shop.  Your 
comments  and  suggestions 
will  be  of  considerable  help 
to  HCI  in  developing  a  plan 
of  action  to  help  restore  long 
term  property  values  to  the 
entire  area.  By  the  next 
issue  of  the  OMI  News,  HCI 
will  be  able  to  report  more 
completely  on  the  results  of 
the  survey  and  to  discuss  the 
extent  of  our  proposed  study 
and  the  objectives  we  hope 
to  achieve.

ates,  the  consulting  firm 
hired  by  Muni,  Dr.  Washing¬ 
ton  presented  the  College’s 
point  of  view.  He  concluded 
his  remarks  by  saying,  “No 
city  in  California  would 
locate  a  bus  yard  across 
from  its  community 
college.” 

Howard  Pearson,  West- 
wood  Park  Neighborhood 
Association  president,  one  of 
the  fifteen  community 
speakers  said,  “Locating  a 
bus  yard  in  a  residential 
neighborhood  would  have  a 
detrimental  effect  on 
property  values.” 

Twenty-six  people  reques¬ 
ted  to  speak  at  the  meeting. 
However,  after  hearing  fif¬ 
teen  community  leaders, 
both  General  Manager 
Curtis  Green  and  Supervisor 
Molinari  decided  that  they 
had  heard  the  sentiments  of 
the  neighborhoods.  It  was 
Supervisor  Molinari  who 
was  first  to  say  that  he 
would  vote  to  eliminate  the 
South  Balboa  Reservoir  as  a 
site.  The  audience  then 
asked  the  TSCC  to  take  an 
official  vote. 

When  asked,  “Where  do 
we  go  from  here?”  Wash¬ 
ington  replied,  “It’s  time  for 
the  community  and  its  col¬ 
lege  to  join  together  to  solve 
other  problems  which  face 
the  neighborhood.”  Specifi¬ 
cally,  the  college  and  the 
community  will  be  working 
together  on  a  master  plan 
for  the  reservoir  across 
from  the  campus  and 
adjacent  areas.

I  have  never  finished  a  book  with  a 
greater  sense  of  relief  than  my 
recently  completed  THE  LAST 
KENNEDY  by  Robert  Sherill  (Dial  Press).  It  was  extra¬ 
ordinarily  painful  work  that  necessitated  my  putting  it  down 
after  every  segment.  For  this  deals  with  Ted  Kennedy 
before  and  after  Chappaquiddick,  and  what  an  unholy  mess 
that  was! 


The  Nixon-Watergate  Coverup  doesn’t  hold  a  candle  to 
what  author  Sherill  proves  was  one  of  the  most  classic  cases 
of  the  osbtruction  of  justice.  Don’t  misunderstand  me;  I’m  a 
Nixon  detester  and  have  voted  straight  Democratic  tickets 
for  years,  but  if  this  fantastically  documented  and 
beautifully  written  work  doesn’t  make  you  think  twice, 
thrice  or  multiple  times  about  the  advisability  of  casting 
any  sort  of  vote  for  Edward  Kennedy,  then  I’ll  be  as  far  off 
base  as  was  the  entire  administration  of  justice  in  the  sorry 
state  of  Massachusetts. 

NOTHING  BUT  THE  BEST,  THE  LUCK  OF  THE 
JEWISH-AMERICAN  PRINCESS  by  Leslie  Tonner  (Bal- 
lantine)  is  a  humorous  but  penetrating  analysis  of  the  role 
many  Jewish  girls  see  for  themselves  —  or  is  seen  for  them 
by  their  doting  parents.  It’s  not  so  much  that  these  women 
were  indulged  as  children,  but  the  fact  that  they’re  exposed 
to  the  best  their  parents  can  offer  (and  then  some),  become 
accustomed  to  that  status  and  refuse  (as  much  as  they  can 
consistent  with  their  economic  lot)  to  settle  for  less. 
Further,  they’re  encouraged  to  achieve,  do  their  best  at  all 
times,  and  participate  to  the  fullest  extent  of  their 
intellectual  ability.  So,  far  from  being  the  pampered,  spoiled 
darlings  they’re  often  jestingly  regarded  as,  they’re  a  tough, 
shrewd,  no-nonsense  type  of  individual. 

Another  Ballantine  book  which  you  should  read  for  your 
own  delight  (or  get  for  Tiny  Alice  or  Little  Julius)  is  Rafael 
Sabatini’s  THE  BLACK  SWAN  (remember  it  with  Tyrone 
Power  and  George  Sanders?)  Just  a  sheer  delight.  Nothing 
more  complicated  than  how  to  cope  with  pirates  and  a 
doltish  British  officer. 

YOUR  CHILD  AND  SEX  by  Wardell  B.  Pomeroy  (Dell) 
doesn’t  just  deal  with  how  to  discuss  the  birds  and  the  bees 
with  the  young  kiddies ;  it  takes  you  right  up  to  and  through 
the  college  years.  Even  if  you  think  you  know  a  lot  about  the 
subject,  this  is  a  great  refresher  for  dealing  with  the 
younger,  bewildering  generation. 

While  we’re  writing  about  sex,  let  me  suggest  THE 
PLEASURE  BOND  by  Masters  and  Johnson.  This  Bantam 
book  goes  a  long  way  towards  helping  the  adult  relate  to 
himself,  his  environment  and  the  people  around  him.  Most 
interesting. 


NEW  LAW  ON 
ABANDONED  CARS 

Removal  of  abandoned 
autos  on  private  property 
can  now  be  accomplished  by 
the  Department  of  Public 
Health  under  terms  of  a  new 
law  enacted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Complaints  about  derelict 
vehicles  parked  in  streets, 
however,  should  continue  to 
be  made  to  your  local  police 
station.  (Phone  553-1603 
through  1607). 

The  new  law  provides  that 
the  owner  of  the  property  on 
which  the  abandoned  vehicle 
is  parked  must  remove  it 
upon  10  days’  notice  from 
the  Director  of  Public 
Health.  If  the  owner  does  not 
act,  the  Health  Department 
has  authority  to  tow  the 
auto.  It  may  assess  the 
property  owner  for  the  costs, 
unless  the  owner  can  show 
he’s  blameless  for  the  car 
being  on  his  property.

Project  Rape 

The  prosecution'  of  the 
crime  of  rape  has  been 
given  a  serious  commitment 
by  District  attorney  Joseph 
Freitas.  In  November  of  last 
year  alone  there  were  50 
percent  more  rapes  reported 
than  in  the  previous  Novem¬ 
ber.  Clearly,  the  crime,  the 
impact  on  the  victim  and  the 
public’s  attitudes  toward 
rape  are  becoming  subjects 
of  greater  concern  for  this 
city. 

Queen’s  Bench  Founda¬ 
tion,  an  organization  of 
judges  and  attorneys,  has 
been  re-funded  for  a  second 
year  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Justice  to 
continue  examining  and  re¬ 
sponding  to  the  problem  of 
sexual  assault  in  San 
Francisco. 

Last  year’s  project,  the 
Rape  Victimization  Study, 
focused  on  the  impact  of 
rape  on  victims  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  victims  by  police, 
hospitals,  courts  and  com¬ 
munity  agencies.  The  scope 
of  this  year’s  Project  Rape 
Response,  will  be  to  educate 
the  community  regarding 
the  myths  and  realities  of 
rape,  prevention  of  sexual 
assault,  rights  of  victims, 
and  services  available  to 
victims.  Speakers  will  be 
available  to  talk  to  public 
and  private  agencies,  to 
schools  and  professional  or¬ 
ganizations.  Printed  materi¬ 
als  and  films  will  be  avail¬ 
able  in  English  and  Spanish 
and  even*  tally  in  Chinese. 

A  staff  attorney  will  work 
closely  with  the  District 
Attorney’s  Office,  and  will 
study  legal  issues  surround¬ 
ing  the  crime  of  rape. 

Staff  members  will  work 
with  police  and  physicians  to 
improve  treatment  of

HERE'S  TO 
HEALTHIER 
SIDEWALK  TREES 

By  Myron  Zimmerman 

As  we  are  all  aware,  we 
have  had  a  serious  defici¬ 
ency  of  rain  during  the  past 
several  months.  Our  street 
trees,  particularly  the  ones 
planted  in  the  sidewalks,  are 
beginning  to  show  the  effects 
of  lack  of  sufficient  mois¬ 
ture. 

During  the  past  week  or 
two  the  Examiner,  the 
Chronicle  and  the  Progress 
have  all  run  special  articles 
urging  residents  and  mer¬ 
chants  to  get  water  to  the 
trees  in  their  vicinity.  We 
urge  those  in  our  area  to 
give  this  special  attention  at 
this  time. 

Each  tree  should  be  given 
a  good  soaking  to  bring  the 
ground  moisture  up  to  nor¬ 
mal.  Whether  using  a  bucket 
or  a  hose,  it  is  suggested 
that  sufficient  water  be 
applied  to  cover  the  square 
around  the  base  of  the  tree 
to  one  inch  depth.  Repeat 
this  weekly  during  the  next 
month;  then,  except  in  quite 
sandy  soil,  once  every  other 
week  should  be  sufficient. 
Your  efforts  will  be  re¬ 
warded  by  brighter, 
healthier  leaves  and 
branches. 

Incidentally,  when  water¬ 
ing,  it  would  be  helpful  to 
the  trees  to  apply  some 
fertilizer  of  a  type  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  nurseries. 
Apply  just  before  watering 
and  wash  it  down  into  the 
soil  with  plenty  of  water.

legislation.  Mary  Ann 
Bovey,  opposing  Congress¬ 
man  Phillip  Burton  for  the 
6th  Congressional  Demo¬ 
cratic  nomination,  also 
spoke. 

The  meeting,  chaired  by 
OMI-CA  president  Roy 
Jackson  and  Political  Edu¬ 
cation  Committee  head  Ben 
James,  provided  a  forum  for 
Dr.  Lionel  Traubmann,  an 
Ocean  Ave.  dentist  and  pro-’ 
ponent  of  Prop.  15,  to  debate 
the  “No  on  15”  representa¬ 
tive,  an  engineer  from 
Bechtel  Corporation. 

The  debate  centered 
around  three  major  points: 
Prop.  15’s  removal  of  pre¬ 
sent  liability  limits  in  the 
case  of  nuclear  accident,  the 
measure’s  alleged  effect  of 
shutting  down  nuclear  plants 
in  California,  and  the  alter¬ 
nate  energy  resources  yet  to 


be  explored.  The  two 
speakers,  obviously  well 
acquainted  with  the  topic, 
disagreed  on  almost  every¬ 
thing  and  gave  conflicting 
answers  on  questions  from 
the  audience. 

The  second  debate  dealt 
with  Prop.  I,  the  initiative  to 
expand  child  care  centers  in 
San  Francisco.  A  similar 
proposition  was  passed  by 
the  voters  in  1973  but  was 
never  implemented  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  Pro¬ 
ponents  argue  that  child 
care  is  “the  will  of  the 
people”  and  that,  presently, 
the  high  need  for  centers  has 
not  been  met.  Opponents 
contend  that  the  voters 
voted  emotionally  and  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors 
should  set  fiscal  priorities. 
Furthermore,  a  child  care 
program  as  proposed  by 
Prop.  I  would  almost  bank¬ 
rupt  the  city  with  its  price 
tag  of  $181  million,  they  say.

Ann  Bovey,  is  campaigning 
for  the  Democratic  nomina¬ 
tion  for  Congress.  Through¬ 
out  her  campaign,  she  said, 
she  has  never  seen  her 
opponent,  Congressman 
Phillip  Burton.  She  runs 
against  “absentee  landlord- 
ship.”  Bovey  believes  that 
Burton  is  too  busy  lining  up 
votes  for  a  House  Demo¬ 
cratic  leadership  post  to 
campaign  in  San  Francisco. 
Bovey  supports  child  care 
legislation  on  the  federal 
level,  to  aid  San  Francisco’s 
child  care  situation. 

Overall,  the  OMI-CA  Can¬ 
didates  and  Issues  Day  gave 
neighbors  a  good  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  become  more 
knowledgeable  on  two  im¬ 
portant  Propositions.  They 
also  got  to  hear  a  candidate 
for  Congress.  As  usual,  it 
was  an  informative  and 
interesting  session  for  all 
who  attended.
